"Famous Wistaria Vine About to Send Out 
——J its 1918 Blooms.” 

In 1918, the article says, “the now-famous wistaria 
vine on the H.T. Fennel place on Scenic Point, Sierra 
Madre, is again waking up and soon will be clothed with 
its beautiful lavender blossoms which have brought so 
many lovers of the beautiful from far and near to view 
it.” 

So, as we await the Wistaria Festival on March 24, 
1996, we are but the latest in a long succession of vine- 
viewers. 

Other tidbits in the article are: 

“This year Mr. and Mrs. Fennel have given over their 
grounds to the Sierra Madre chapter of the American 
Red Cross during the time the vine is in blossom....The 
chapter is going to have branches of its tea room and Red 
Cross shop on the grounds but no admission fee is to be 
asked.” 

“As a concrete instance of the interest manifested, 
one woman of Oak Knoll sent her machine over more 
than twenty-five times with a new lot of visitors each 
time.” 

“Last year approximately 4000 visitors came to see 
it and of this nuiTiOer fully 95 per cent were strangers, 
the majority of whom were from states other than 
Califomia...including Japan where the natives make a 
specialty of it; Italy, France, Cuba and the Hawaiian is¬ 
lands, and all declared without a single exception that 
no individual vine anywhere equaled the one in Sierra 
Madre in extent and beauty.” 

And folks, our world-famous Vine was just a mere 
sapling in 1918, even though it already was “over 250 
feet in length ahd'frifIMses fd cornlnue indefinitely if it 
follows the fashion established by the vines of Japan, 
some of which are reputed to be from 200 to 400 years 
old.”

This law enabled anyone who 
wished to file a claim on 160 
acres of land and after five 
years the homestead was his. 
All he had to do was establish 
some sort of dwelling, even a 
dugout, and plow a specified 
number of acres each year. 
After ownership was real, the 
owner could not lose his farm 
for any debts acquired sepa¬ 
rate from the land.

dent Native Americans, who 
thought the east coast was 
getting too crowded. The 
eastern railroads carried them 
as far as Chicago, and from 
there is was the newly orga¬ 
nized lines such as the Great 
Northern and the Northern 
Pacific. By the turn of the 
century the original settlers 
were able to show what this 
vast new country could do, 
and the railroads exploited 
this by sending exhibition 
cars back to the middle west 
and the eastern part of the 
country. It was a unique type 
of advertising, and it worked. 

When the cars first ap¬ 
peared and how long they 
lasted, I have no idea. I saw 
my first exhibition car when 
I was about 12 years old. 
The car was parked on a 
sidetrack only two blocks 
from our downtown busi¬ 
ness district, and I remem¬ 
ber school was let out early 
and several classes of el¬ 
ementary students were 
herded down Main Street 
and then two blocks north to 
the car. 

We got in line and then 
filed up the worm-wooden 
steps to the rear platform and 
into the car. It was a new 
world to the kids, a fantasy 
land. We were surrounded by 
abundant crops of the local 
farms, but this was special.. 

. these items came from “out 
west.” There were enormous 
sheaves of wheat, oats, barley 
and rye and outsized ears of 
corn. Potatoes and apples 
were on display. Peaches, 
plums, pears and cherries 
were in glass Jars, the fruit 
placed with mathematical 
precision and temptingly dis¬ 
played on top of the bins and 
counters on each side of the 
narrow central aisle. On the 
upper portion of the walls of 
the car were numerous ex¬ 
amples of the taxidermist’s 


art. There were heads, horns, 
antlers, skins of every type 
known in that mysterious 
land beyond the western ho¬ 
rizon. There were small 
stuffed animals and birds in 
every available nook and 
cranny. 

This part of the display 
was a pitch to those who 
wished to kill instead of till. 
On one of my first trips to an 
exhibition car I .saw a strange 
object. It was a fish in a con¬ 
tainer of alcohol. I looked at 
the nameplate . . . TROUT. 
This foot-long, shiny object 
looked nothing at all like the 
fish from the neighboring 
Mississippi River. Nothing at 
all like the catfish, carp, buf¬ 
falo, perch, bass, sunfish and 
of course, the sinuous eel. 
These fish were in such abun¬ 
dance we thought nothing of 
having three or four varieties 
at once, on a huge nicked 
platter in the middle of the 
supper table. Each piece was 
coated with a golden crust of 
cornmeal, and for the diet 
conscious, probably fried in 
salt pork grease. 

I have no idea when the 
exhibition car was first used, 
or when it left the American 
scene. The peak of European 
immigration was reached 
about 1900, when as many as 
10,0(X) people arrived in New 
York in one day. At the same 
time, homesteading was on 
the wane. The best land was 
gone, and the industrial age 
had arrived. 

The exhibition cars did 
more than entice people to 
pull up stakes and move. 
They also brought evidence 
that a hostile environment 
could be conquered by hard * 
work and dedication. And to ! 
those who stayed home, and ! 
particularly the children, it j 
was a glimpse of Never- [ 
Never Land, and that can be 
a precious memory. i

Van Der Veen said. “It’s friendly and prompt. I like their 
mechanics and they always help me when I need it. I really 
hate pumping gas, so they help me out. It’s terrific. I hate to 
see the place go.” 

Owner Marie Graham, who grew up in the city, said that 
although it is sad, she hopes to stay and look for another busi¬ 
ness opportunity to open up. 

“I’m going to stay in Sierra Madre,” Graham said. “I’ve 
grown up here. I’ve met a lot of good people, had a lot of 
friends. This was like the hangout for a lot of people, and it’s 
really sad.” 

She recalled all her friends and other people from the city 
coming out andjust relaxing, sharing different stories with one 
another day after day 

“We’d sit out here on the bench,” Graham recalled. “Grant 
(Bethel) from Happy’s would come down and our buddies 
would all come and hang out. It’s really sad to say goodbye 
to all our friends.” 

Graham said that they will take a few months before try¬ 
ing to find a new business, hopefully around Sierra Madre. 

“We’re going to take about six months to look for another 
business to get into,” Graham said. “There’sjust nothing avail¬ 
able right around here for gas stations.” 






- No Need for Cultural 
Commission 

The fuss and fury concerning the Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission power grab in the guise of an Historic Preservation 
Ordinance flames on. What a shame so much potentially use¬ 
ful energy is being consumed for such an absurdity. Imagine 
trying to freeze frame our village. Kudos to Kathy Saumur 
Roach for her wise efforts on behalf of all our owners rights 
and freedoms. 

Why we need such an ordinance and why do we have such 
a Commission. The answers seem to be, firstly , a lot of time 
has gone into writing the ordinance; and secondly, the City 
Council made a mistake. Remember the hopefully late Design 
Committee. Further what culture does the commission purport 
to pre.serve? California’s roots in an Hispanic past? 

Our rights do not need limitation. Assuredly our village 
litigation bill will escalate if any mandatory nonsense to pre¬ 
serve termite food is enforced. If lax enforcement is the guid¬ 
ing argument, why have an ordinance? If the Commissioners 
are a hobby group vigorously seeking the power to Interpose 
themselves against home owners rights, let us not have a com¬ 
mission. 

Our freedoms and rights are better preserved by using hob¬ 
byist interests for future betterment and development of the 
community. Mandatory preservation of mementos of the age 
of labor riots, Spanish American War excesses, the great de¬ 
pression, two world wars and the initiation of Sierra Madre 
as a sanitarium for tuberculosis victims verges on the absurd. 
Let’s give our present architects and builders a break. Let’s 
live in the future, not fuss over the shingles and shakes of the 
recent past. Fifty years, indeed; I was twenty five then, and 
I’m not ready for historic status now. 

The City Council in its frequently less than infinite wisdom, 
recently declined to designate as a Commission the Economic 
Development Committee. The reason; too many Commis¬ 
sions. Rather than establish one whose work would lead to 
improved means for preserving our streets and sewers the 
.Pouncil discusses granting major power to a hobby commis- 
won whose outlook is a short range rear view mirror. 

What a perversion of priorities. Had there been a similar 
group here in the 1920’s, our vineyards and orchards would 
still be with us. And many of us would be elsewhere. Not an 
unmixed blessing. 

We should drop the ordinance, dissolve the Cultural Com¬ 
mission, and start looking to the future and our responsibili¬ 
ties for the future of our village and its economic and cultural 
development.

False Alarm at 
Post office

The Sierra Madre Post 
Office was closed until 10:20 
a.m. Feb. 9 when an unknown 
chemical was found near a 
vending machine. 

There were no hazardous 
chemicals found in or around 
the machine itself. 

A Hazardous Materials 
Specialist was called out to 


the scene to check for any sort 
of hazardous chemicals that 
may have been in the machine. 

Alfonso Berumen, haz¬ 
ardous materials specialist, 
said that the chemical may 
have been poured into the 
machine in an attempt to try 
to steal money from the vend¬ 
ing machine. 

John Brewer of the Sierra 
Madre Post Office said that a 


custodian discovered the 
chemical near the machine in 
a dry state while cleaning the 
floor of the lobby. The build¬ 
ing was evacuated while Haz 
Mat checked out the area. 

Brewer said that a similar 
incident happened in Arcadia 
sometime last week, when 
chemicals were found in their 
local post office, causing one 
worker there to be sick. 


The Vin Fiz at 
Smithsonian Exhibit

The Smithsonian Institu¬ 
tion’s 150-anniversary ex¬ 
hibit tour opened this week at 
the I OS Angeles Convention 
Center. One of the popular 
exhibits is a 1911 biplane 
called the Vin Fiz. This was 
the first plane to make a trans¬ 
continental flight across the 
United States — and therein 
lies a story. 

That year William Ran¬ 
dolph Hearst offered a prize 
of $50,000 to the firs person 
to fly across the country in 30 
days or less with a deadline 
date of Oct. 10, 1911. J. 
Ogden Armour of Armour 
Co. offered to finance the trip 
in return for publicity pro¬ 
moting his new five-cent soft 
drink, Vin Fiz. Armour also 
chartered a train to accom¬ 
pany and support the plane. 

The man who made the 
flight was Cal Rodgers (full 
name - Calbraith Perry 
Rodgers). He was a 6 foot, 4 
inch, cigar-smoking swash¬ 
buckler who saw an opport¬ 
unity for fame and fortune. 
His backround was of daring 
family adventurers. His 
great-uncle. Commodore 
Oliver Perry, won the Revo¬ 
lutionary War battle of Lake 
Erie and is best remembered 
for his dispatch, “We have 
met the enemy and they are 
ours.’’ Cal’s grandfather was 
Comodore Matthew Calbraith 
Perry, who, in the 1850s, had 
opened the ports of the Orient 
to the world. John Wayne por¬ 
trayed him in a movie. His fa¬ 
ther, Captain C P. Rodgers, 
pioneered in the southwest and 
was killed fighting Comanche 
Indians in Arizona. 

The flight began at Sheep- 
shead, Long Island and was 
to end in Pasadena. The 
Wright Brothers had devel¬ 
oped a plane. Model EX, with 
a 35 HP engine, an airframe 
of wood and piano wire and 
fabric airfoil surfaces. The 
Wrights did not consider it 
suitable for transcontinental 
fiighL but agreed to make one 
available to Rodgers for 
$5,000. They insisted upon 
furnished a quantity of spare 
parts (carried on the train) and 
their hot “mechanician" Said 


need him.” 

The train also carried 
Cal’s mother, wife, several 
Armour officials, two extra 
engines, the ground crew, a 
car, a truck and tools. They 
needed it all. In the course of 
the flight Cal made 68 hops 
and had 15 crashes. Eventu¬ 
ally the venture would cost 
Armour $180,000. 

Cal’s flying experience 
was limited (he couldn’t 
make it into Annapolis be¬ 
cause scarlet fever had left 
him hearing impaired). He 
had six 15-minute lessons at 
a Wright School and then so¬ 
loed. His license issued by the 
Aero Club of America was 
No. 49. 

He left Long Island with 
great fanfare. His actual flight 
was 4,321 miles made in 23 
days, 10 hours, 4 minutes. 
That was about 52 miles per 
hour, which was pretty good. 
Average time back then was 
88 miles per day. Cal dis¬ 
qualified for Hearst’s prize 
because he was only as far as 
Oklahoma when the time 
limit ran out. 

Railroad tracks were his 
“iron compass” and he de¬ 
pended on a short weight 
piece of string tied to a plane 
rod to give him a clue about 
his degree of climbing and 
descending. There was no 
seat belt. With the engine be¬ 
hind the pilot that might tear 
loose, it was safer to be 
thrown clear. 

It was miserable in the 
open cockpit so Cal stuffed 
newspapers inside his clothes 
to keep warm. Things were 
made easier when a 
haraessmaker stitched him a 
leather Jacket. 

The plane’s two propellers 
were driven by bicycle 
chains. At take-off the craft 
had to be held, then released. 
There was only one speed - 
wide open. Besides his 
crashes, souvenir hunters, 
very few who had ever seen 
a plane, were a plague across 
the country when he had to 
land.. They almost walked 
away with the Vin Fiz. 

Before reaching Pasadena, 
Cal had one really tough ob¬ 
stacle • San Gorgonio Pass. 
Winds there could reach ve- 


speed and severe turbulance 
could tear the plane apart. Cal 
had also sustained injuries 
from a crash the previous day. 
‘"‘He planned to fly to nlaxi- 
mum altitude, about 9,000 
feet, then dive throuh the 
pass. This taxed the much- 
mended plane to the utmost. 
The radiator boiled and began 
spraying scalding water. A 
verticle rod broke loose 
which Cal held in place with 
an injured arm and operated 
the control lever with his 
knee. As soon as he was 
through the pass, he cut the 
engine and glided into a field. 

Cal was to land in Tourna¬ 
ment Park in Pasadena (Part 
of Caltech), not solely as a 
matter of pride, but he was 
guaranteed $1,000 plus 75 
percent of all gate receipts at 
the park above 1 ,(XX) people. 
The crowd in the park when 
he landed was 10,(XX) people 
plus 5,000 more outside the 
gate. Tickets were 25 cents 
each. The Pacific Electric ran 
special cars and all whistles 
were blown an hour before 
Cal’s arrival. 

When Cal spotted the park 
he descended with some hair- 
raising maneuvers to deafen¬ 
ing applause from the huge 
crowd. He was awarded the 
Aero Club of America’s Gold 
Medal, was wrapped in the 
American flag, kissed by the 
Rose Queen and later wined 
and dined at Pasadena’s 
Maryland Hotel. 

Sierra Madre’s longtime 
resident, the late Rudy 
Hartman, rememered riding 
his bike down to Tournament 
Park to see the Vin Fiz. A 
bronze plaque at the park 
commemorates the flight. 

Five months later, on 
April 3,1912, Cal was killed 
flying at Long Beach. A 
seagull flew into his controlls 
and his plane crashed. He was 
also planning to try for the 
first flight across the Atlantic 
(well before Lindbergh) for a 
$ I (X),(XX) prize offered by the 
Aero Club of France. 

Cal traversed the United 
States from east to west. The 
Smithsonian is beginning its 
wonderful 150-anniversary 
tour here .on the west coast 
and then,it will travel east

was that the company would 
try to encourage people to 
sign a film petition against 
their will. 

Jim Harmon, a representa¬ 
tive of Camera Connection, 
disputed those complaints. 

'T’ve always respected 
their wishes if they wanted to 
say no,” Harmon told the 
council. “I’ve never bad¬ 
gered anybody into signing 
anything. As far as the signa¬ 
tures, we have always gotten 
the signatures ourselves.” 

Harmon said that the com¬ 
pany informs residents to tell 
them if they have any incon¬ 
veniences regarding the film 
shoots. 

“We tell them if they have 
any problems, come and see 
us,” Harmon said. “We’re on 
site. If you have any prob¬ 
lems with film companies. 


you have our number, we’re 
there. If we don’t know about 
it, we can’t say (the film com¬ 
pany has to take responsibil¬ 
ity) if we don’t know any¬ 
thing about it. 

“Most film companies 
don’t want these problems. 
They will do what they can to 
help the neighborhood.” 

A city report showed that 
filming around the Sierra 
Madre area netted the city 
about $50,(KX). 

Council members also ad¬ 
dressed the experiences that 
they have had while filming 
has taken places near their 
neighborhoods, and what 
residents might want to do 
to try to prevent such prob¬ 
lems. 

“I have had filming done 
in my yard and in my 
house,” said Sierra Madre 
City Councilwoman Mary- 
Ann MacGillivray. “I com¬ 
pletely understand how 
abrasive the production 
companies can become." 


She explained that pro¬ 
duction companies can be¬ 
come nuisances to residents 
when they start filming, such 
as taking a longer time 
around their residences than 
expected and invading their 
residences, such as to use 
restrooms. 

“In my case, it simply 
didn’t become a problem be¬ 
cause I simply said no,” 
MacGillivray said. “The 
problems don’t have to be 
there if the production com¬ 
panies are there managed on¬ 
site properly.” 

Despite the fact that Cam¬ 
era Connection will still re¬ 
main as the city’s film coor¬ 
dinator for the time being, 
Owens and Chui Chow, who 
also complained about the 
distractions they feel the 
company has caused around 
the city, are pleased that the 
council is accepting bids for 
another company to take over 
as Sierra Madre film coordi¬ 
nators.

everything” school of I9th 
century melodrama takes a 
serious beating. 

Then there is the music. It 
is said that Sullivan was em¬ 
barrassed by his success at 
comic opera and hated the 
infectious but jiggity stuff 
that accompanied Gilbert’s 
patter songs, but there are in¬ 
tricate and rousing choruses 
and tender love songs that 
compare easily to the works 
of Mendelssohn. “Poor Wan¬ 
dering One” is an aria to end 
arias, and it’s hard to take 
flute-soprano duets seriously 
once one had heard it sung, 
but it takes a marvelously 
controlled coloratura to sing 
it well, and Frederic’s fare¬ 
well to his loving Mabel is an 
elegant and poignant duet, no 
matter the circumstances.

The Governing Board of 
Arcadia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict met on Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 13. Previously discussed 
items, including procedures 
for eligible students under 
Section 504 of the Rehabili¬ 
tation Act of 1973, courses 
for the District Summer 
School, supporting the $3 
million State School Bond, 
and the CSBA’s Delegate 
Assembly Subregion 23A 
representatives, were voted 
upon and approved. Vice 
President Joann Steinmeier 
informed the Board that State 
Treasurer Matt Fong had 
commented to her, with refer¬ 
ence to the School Bond, that 
“the State can afford this 
Bond.” 

Following public hear¬ 
ings, the Board adopted 
Resolutions to increase de¬ 
veloper fees as required by 
the State School Building 
Program. 

Four information items 
were discussed. Tobacco- 
Free Schools, Environmental 
Safety, and Risk Manage¬ 
ment/Insurance items were 
revisions of district policy to 
update with current codes and 
rulings. Each item will be on 
the February 27 agenda for 
action. 

In the matter of Tobacco 
Free Schools it was acknowl¬ 
edged that Arcadia was ahead 
of the State in regulations. 
The use of tobacco products 
is prohibited on district 
grounds, including property 
owned, leased or rented by 
and from the district. No 
employee, student, or visitor 
at any activity or athletic 
event can use tobacco prod¬ 
ucts. The degree to which the 
District was responsible for 
locating and reducing or 
eliminating potential risks to 
health and the environment 
was an issue in the Environ¬ 
mental Safety item. But it 
\vas agreed that the School 
District’s obligation included 
the education of students and 
staff on environmental issues. 
In the Risk Management/In¬ 
surance item, district policy 
was consolidated and less 
specific. The aim is to estab¬ 
lish a risk management pro¬ 
gram that protects district re¬ 
sources and promotes safety 
of students, staff and public. 

Superintendent Terrence 
Towner presented informa¬ 


tion on the California School 
Board Association’s State¬ 
wide Elementary and Sec¬ 
ondary School Finance 
Project. The CSB A is asking 
the support of school districts 
in this project for the develop¬ 
ment of a funding model to 
provide essential educational 
opportunities for all children. 

As a forerunner legislation, 
constitutional amendments or 
litigation, the Board agreed 
that the project was timely - 
“As we all know,” Dr 
Towner remarked, “funding 
for education is at best convo¬ 
luted, and at worst disas¬ 
trous!” However, some con¬ 
cern was expressed by Mary 
Dougherty that the vision or 
method for the progress of the . , 
project had not been ad-‘ j 
equately explained, and that 
model was weighted towards 
the urban areas. The Board 
moved to contact CSBA to 
get more information before 
committing $750 to the 
project. This sum based upon 
the district’s average atten¬ 
dance. 

All consent items before 
the Board were approved. 
Comments from Board Mem¬ 
bers included Mary 
Dougherty’s congratulation 
of the High School’s “Gov¬ 
ernment Team”, who came 
third in the State finals. She 
felt that the whole community, ' 
should be very proud of the' 
efforts of all the High School 
Seniors involved. Mildred 
Bergdorf-Hennessey, echoed 
by all Board members, con¬ 
gratulated Chris McClain and 
Phyllis Wilburn on their re¬ 
cent award of the Golden 
Oak. Joann Steinmeier and 
Maryann Gibson paid high 
praise to the High School’s 
recent Technology Fair. 
Maryann Gibson, endorsed 
by all Board members, also 
thanked all the volunteers 
who are being honored this 
month. 

On a final note. President 
Micheal Lamb outlined inter¬ 
vention measures currently 
underway with around 76 9th 
graders achieving D and F 
grades. These “students in 
danger” were particularly tar¬ 
geted by the School District, 
at this early stage so the prob¬ 
lems could be righted. By 
offering counseling sessions, 
study groups and peer sup¬ 
port, the students, “who all 
wanted to graduate”, were 
supported in this desire.

Local Teenagers Fast for 
Hunger 

A dozen local teenagers, members of the youth group at 
the Santa Anita Church in Arcadia, will fast for 30 hours from 
Friday, Feb. 16 to Saturday, Feb. 17, to raise awareness and 
funds for the fight against hunger. 

This is the first time the youth group has been involved in 
the annual 30-Hour Famine program which is an international 
effort sponsored by World Vision, a Christian relief and de- 

veiopment organization with over 52(10 projects in iU() na¬ 
tions. 

" Youth minister, the Rev. Paul Clark, gives the youth group 
an A-h for “taking the ball on the project.” The Rev. Karen 
Johnson adds. “Our whole community is behind the famine 
project. Our teen-agers are showing us they are not only con¬ 
cerned about our world, but they are also very willing to do 
something about it.” 

The youth group meets every week and provides members, 
ages 13 to 21, a chance to be a part of and make their contri¬ 
bution to the community. There is also opportunity for relevant 
issues and concerns to be discussed and worked through. “In 
our fast-paced society,” explains Ms. Johnson, “this is the 
individual showing their belonging to our community, and 
their desire for intimacy and empathy with other people.” 


Everybody has com¬ 
plained about their telephone 
or cable bill at one time or 
another. But while we can 
always go to another grocery 
store or car dealer when 
we're not satisfied with ser¬ 
vice, consumers are stuck 
with the same local telephone 
and cable television provid¬ 
ers. That’s about to change. 

In 1934, Congress passed 
the Communications Act. 
This landmark legislation 
helped the U.S. remain the 
world leader in radio and tele¬ 
graph technology. The Com¬ 
munications Act has re¬ 
mained basically unchanged 
for over 60 years now, and it 
has governed the develop¬ 
ment of television, telephone, 
cable TV and computer com¬ 
munications. But while cable 
and telephone service are 
available throughout the 
United States, they are run by 
monopolies. 

Monopolies are immune 
to competition, and feel no 
pressure to lower prices or 
improve service. Only inter¬ 
cession by the courts in 1984 
kept long-distance service 
from being run as a monopoly 
tixlay. 

The Telecommunications 
Competition and Deregula¬ 
tion Act passed by Congress 
on February 1 opens local 
telephone markets to compe¬ 
tition, e.stablishing conditions 
that will encourage cable 
companies and long-distance 
firms to enter these markets. 
It allows cable television and 
local telephone companies 
like Pacific Bell to compete 
in long-distance markets. It 
lifts regulations on cable tele¬ 


vision that have stifled the 
market and discouraged the 
development of new pro¬ 
gramming. Just as competi¬ 
tion from MCI, Sprint, and 
others has led to new services 
and lower long-distance 
rates, so we can look forward 
to better and cheaper cable 
TV and local telephone ser¬ 
vice, offered by companies 
previously locked out of the 
market. 

Telecommunications re¬ 
form is one of the most im¬ 
portant pieces of legislation 
enacted in decades. It will 
spur the development of new 
technologies, make commu¬ 
nications less expensive, and 
encourage the development 
of new services. With the 
President’s veto of pro- 
growth tax cuts, this legisla¬ 
tion will be the biggest jobs 
bill of the Clinton administra¬ 
tion. Because Silicon Valley 
is the center of new technol¬ 
ogy, and Hollywood is the 
center of programming. Cali¬ 
fornia will benefit more than 
any other state. 

This Congress is making 
historic changes. We have 
passed legislation to balance 
the budget, save Medicare, 
transform welfare, cut taxes, 
and change the way Wash¬ 
ington does business. But 
telecommunications reform 
is equally important. It will 
unleash competition, encour¬ 
age the development of new 
technologies, and create new 
high-tech jobs. It is among 
the most significant reforms 
Congress will enact to com¬ 
plete America’s transforma¬ 
tion to a high-tech informa¬ 
tion economy.

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The Paving of 
Orange Grove 
Avenue is 
Complete

If you should choose to drive along Orange Grove Avenue 
between Michilitida and the Eastern limit of Sierra Madre, you 
would find the ride smooth and pleasant. It is a friendly road, 
now freshly paved with two layers of black asphaltic concrete. 
New curbs and gutters outline the edges to present a finished 
look. Numerous trees and bushes grow inside the curb line to 
partially conceal the comfortable, attractive homes located on 
both sides set back from the road. 

In my previous article several weeks ago I left you with a 
tightly compacted subgrade ready for placing the layers of hot 
asphalt and rock-paving mixture. In the middle of January, a 
day before the final paving was to begin, the necessary equip¬ 
ment was parked on the roadway in the proper position for 
starting the work. The man in charge said that if it didn’t rain 
they would go ahead as scheduled because the material had 
been ordered for delivery and notices had been issued to resi¬ 
dents on the street asking them to limit their use of Orange 
Grove as much as possible during the next two days. Later that 
day, the sky was cloudy and there was a slight drizzle. 

The following morning, the weather cleared and the work 
crew arrived on the job ready to operate the parked equipment. 

A number of large trucks and trailers loaded with hot asphalt 
and were waiting to deliver it. 

The first truck received the signal and proceeded to pull in 
front of the scoop on the front of the Barber-Green asphalt 
spreader. It moved slowly along bottom releasing its load from 
the trailer and then the truck. As the truck moved ahead the 
scoop, being pushed by the spreader, fed the asphalt mix into 
a large hopper on the Barber-Greene from where it was pro¬ 
cessed inside and extruded out of the rear at a controlled thick¬ 
ness and width. You really would have to see it in action to 
appreciate the performance. 

Two lanes, each half the street width, was laid as the first 
course, and compacted with heavy steel rolling equipment. I 
asked the contractor how much his roller weighed, thinking 
to compare it to the old steam rollers in use many years ago. 

1 mentioned 13 tons and he said that his roller probably 
weighed about that much. 

The following day, the finish topping course with smaller 
sized rock was placed in the same way and immediately rolled, 
resulting in a smooth, dense surface suitable for future paint¬ 
ing of the yellow stripes down the middle and the wider white 
traffic control lines and STOP letters on all cross streets. Certai 
curbs along the way will be painted red to limit street parking. 

The planning and completed project appears to be well 
done. All those responsible in the County of Los Angeles, the 
City of Arcadia,-the City of Sierra Madre and the general 
contractor. Security Paving Company Inc. of Sun Valley,- 
should be commended.
